-iRichmond is fairly ringing with 
praise of the very clever illustrat- 
ed talk given by Ada Ward Mon- 
day evening at the Chautauqua. 
Her subject was "Getting To- 
gether," and her forceful appeal 
made stronger still, the bond be- 
tween America and Great Britain. 

She is a most interesting speak- 
er, having a charming platform 
presence and possesses brilliancy 
of power and sdntillating wit that 
cl»tacterizes all her utterances.. 

Her blackboard sketches were 
most ingenious and recalled the 
days "When you and I were 
young, Maggie." Her portraitures 
of soldiers, doctors and nurses 
were very deterous. She closed 
her lecture with a dramatic en- 
treaty to "carry on," quoting the 
appealing liijes from "In Flander's 
Field:" 

"Take up the quarrel with" the 

' foe; ... 'I 
To you from faiiirig hands we 

throw 

The torch : l)e yours to hold it 
high." 

And everyone in the audience 
with a drop of red blood in their 
make up, left the tent with a 
solemn resolution to accept the 
challenge and not to break faith 
with those who sleep in Flanders 
fi<^.Tbe lecture was something 
to be remembered and treasured.

Amerongen, July 7.— The former 
German Emperor haa been discussing 
his financial problems for more than a 
week with Doctor J. Kriege, who has 
been in charge of the imperial estates 
and funds in Germany since the 
ilolionzoUeni abdication.' 

Dr. Kriege, one of the former Ger- 
mans functionaries of the German 
Foreign Office, has been here in con- 
ference with Ilerr Hohenzollem when 
the latter wa.s not engaged in wood- 
sawing. The Marshal of the German 
Emperor's court, Von Gontard, also 
participated in the discussions. 

The fomer Emperor is not short of 
money, as he possessed a considerable 
amount on deposit in Holland before 
war began. This was added to ap- 
preciably while hostilities were in 
proKToss. Durinpr the few stirring 
wwks preceding his abdication, Wil- 
liam and his folowers ti-ansferrcd 
furtlior iaifjo sums in ready cash. 

But Willaim is troubled as to the 
fate of his real estate. Ho possessod 
fewer than fifty-five castles, liunting 
boxes and country seats scattered 
over the Empire. The revenues of 
these properties are for the present 
at least in the hands of the new gov- 
erment, which hitherto has paid from 
their proceeds all Hei-r Hononzollem's 
bils, forwarded to Berlin for settle- 
ment. Those accounts have been quite 
formidable, as the Imperial rofuKoe is 
called upon to pay for cvim ytliinn lie i 
con.sumcd, as woll as for his accom- 
modation and the upkeep of his suite, 
besides paying the wages of the fjai- 
deners and donestics of the Bentinek 
estate who render him sei-vices while 
wood-cutting or in the house-hold. I

Produing SM:tiaiia. 



A tremendous crop of tobMco this 
year is forecast by the Cincionati En- 
quirer's annual tobacco review made 
public today. The Enquirer investi- 
gates carefully conditions all over its 
tobacco producing sections, and its 
figures are usually very accurate. 
What it says will be of interest here, 
especially in regard to the burley pro 
duction. Its forecast says' in part: 

The tobaeoo crop of the United 
States will be larger this year than 
it was in 1918, if the etatlstica gather^ 
ed by The Enquirer in every tobacco- 
producing section of the country are 
to be regarded as reflecting the actual 
acreage planted. A crop report at 
planting time can be taken only as a 
basis for making estimates of the 
probable prodpction at harvest time, 
but The Enquirer's tobacco crop eS' 
timates in previous years have in 
variably been substantiated by the 
quantities of tobacco disposed of dur- 
ing the following sales' season in the 
open makets. 'fliis year conditions 
for the most part seem to have been 
favorable to the setting ont of the 
crop in almost every section, and 
while apparently there has been little 
if any effort to materially increase the 
acreage, growers generally were en- 
couraged by the high prices paid for 
1918 crop to prepare more ground 
than last season. Kentucky, the 
world's largest single tobacco-grow- 
ing section, while establishing no new 
record, seams to have set out its 
largest crops. North Carolina will 
run a close second to Kentucky this 
year with an acreage almost as great 
South Carolina reports alarge area set 
to tobacco than in 1918, and Virginia 
compares favorably with a slight in- 
crease. Of the other important pro- 
ducers, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Ten- 
nessee seem to have set out a smaller 
crop than in 1918, witii the greatest 
proportionate shirnkage in the' first 
named. 

Statistics carefully complied by 
Enquirer from the reports of corres- 
pondents in every tobacco-producing 
county in Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana, 
and from all the important gowing 
states, indicate a total area set to to- 
bacco in the United States in 1919 of 
1,664,704 acres. This is an increase 
over the acreage reported froim the 
same .sources for 1918 of 68,668 acres, 
of almost 5 rer cent. 

An estimate of the probable burley 
yield for 1919, based upon average 
yields in the different sections, may 
be made at 278,352,850 pounds, as 
against a total production reported 
fiom the .same sources for 1918 of 
2r)7,!»()3,050 pounds, making an in- 
crease for the cuiTent year of 20,388,- 
900' pounds, or 8 per cent. The 
Goveiiuient's final estimate of the 
1918 barley crop placed the acreage at 
280,300, and the production at 269,- 
088,000, both of which figures are ex- 
ceeded this year. 

In the Burley Belt there will un- 
auestionably be a larger crop than 
last year, though the incease may be 
comparatively slight. A careful tabu- 
lation of the reports received indicat- 
es a distribUtion'fi>r'4lle barley belt as 
follows:
